NTONIO  PISANO  (c.  1395 - 1455 ),  ITALIAN  PAINTER  AND  MEDAL- 
list,  and  one  of  the  leading  artists  of  his  age,  was 
born  in  Pisa  (hence  his  appellation  Pisanello). 

Pisanello  painted  his  most  considerable  frescoes  in 
the  doge's  palace  in  Venice  (c.  1415-22)  and  at  St. 
John-Lateran  in  Rome  (after  1427).  However,  the  only  surviving 
frescoes  of  Pisanello  are  the  "Annunciation"  at  the  tomb  of  Niccolo' 
di  Brenzono,  San  Fermo  in  Verona.  Many  panels  painted  by  him  may  be 
found  at:  the  Museo  Paldi  Pezzoli,  Milan;  Uffizi  Galleries,  Florence; 

Verona  Museum;  National  Gallery,  London;  Kunsthistorisches  Museum, 
Vienna  and  Louvre  Museum,  Paris.  These  panels  are  illustrated  in  art 
books  found  in  most  any  library. 

Pisanello 's  fame  and  his  importance  in  court  circles  in  his  lifetime 
rested  even  more  on  his  medals  than  upon  his  paintings.  There  he  had 
practically  no  predecessors  and  with  him  medallic  art  reached  its 
highest  point.  Studies  for  many  of  his  medals,  as  well  as  drawings 
for  his  portraits  in  paint,  frescoes  etc.,  are  found  in  the  Codex 
Vallardi  at  the  Louvre  Museum  where  they  have  been  preserved.  These 
studies  and  drawings  are  the  most  important  thing  that  Pisanello 
contributes  to  the  history  of  art.  They  reveal  the  whole  body  of 
work  in  a studio  at  the  dividing  line  between  the  middle  ages  and 
the  Renaissance,  work  between  copying  of  traditional  models  and  free 
creation  from  nature.  This  most  delicate  but  intense  early  Renais- 
sance naturalism,  combined  with  the  beauty  of  line  of  late  Gothic, 
is  the  distinguishing  hallmark  of  Pisanello 's  art. 

Contemporary  medals  of  Pisanello  are  exceedingly  rare,  and  are 
usually  made  of  lead  or  bronze.  Here  is  a listing  of  a few  of  his 
more  famous  medals  as  found  in  Sir  George  F.  Hill's  corpus  on 
Italian  Renaissance  medals: 

JOHN  VIII  PALAEOLOGUS,  Byzantine  Emperor,  1425-48  A.D. 

Obverse:  Bust  to  right,  wearing  hat  with  tall  crown  and  upturned 

brim.  Around,  Greek  inscription  which  translates 
"John,  King  and  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  Palaeologus".

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The  first  major  reference  catalog  to  describe  and  illustrate  the  10- 
Reales  of  Santo  Domingo  was  the  Vidal  Quadras  y Ramon,  3 volume  sale 
"Colleccion  de  Monedas  y Medallas"  conducted  by  Arturo  Pedrals  y 
Moline  in  Barcelona  in  1892.  This  coin  is  here  illustrated  as  a 
rubbing  of  two  separate  examples  and  listed  as  VQR  Nos.  6829  and 
6830  and  which  pieces,  due  to  the  method  of  so  being  reproduced  from 
actual  rubbings  of  the  coins  themselves  leave  little  doubt  as  to  the 
actual  striking  and  existence  of  the  coins,  themselves  realities. 

Two  statements  concerning  the  actual  transactions  with  regards  to 
the  sale  and  possession  of  the  10-Reales  of  Santo  Domingo  are  first 
mentioned  by  the  above  named  J.  C.  Brevoort  in  1885  when  he  is  quoted 
as  saying. .. "that  one  such  coin  was  in  the  possession  of  a Mr.  Burhans 
of  Greenville,  New  Jersey  but  that  the  coin  had  been  sold  prior  to 
1885  and  could  now  (1885)  not  be  located."  Following  this  printed 
acknowledgement  of  the  existence  of  the  coin,  Mr.  Wayte  Raymond  tells 
us,  in  the  July-August  issue  of  his  "Coin  Collector's  Journal",  page 
96,  that... "he  had  heard  of  only  one  other  similar  piece  which  a New 
York  dealer  told  him  he  had  sold  in  1937  to  a foreign  buyer. " This 
latter  piece  could  well  have  been  the  'Burhans'  example.  In  the 
aforementioned  Wayte  Raymond's  "Coin  Collector's  Journal  (1944)"  are 
three  illustrations  as  follows:  1.  The  Vidal  Quadras  specimens, 

Nos.  6829  and  6830  and  2.  the  CCJ  specimen  shown  in  the  1880  Scott's 
Coin  Collectors  Journal. 

The  specimen  here  shown  most  closely  resembles  the  Vidal  Quadras  y 
Ramon  example  No.  6829. 

For  the  researchers  and  few  possessors  of  the  most  elusive  of  the 
smaller  denominations  of  the  silver  Santo  Domingo  coinage,  struck 
about  1542,  consisting  of  the  4,  2,  1 and  l/2  reales,  the  metro- 
logical specifications  of  the  illustrated  10-Reales  is  given  below.

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A NEW  DUTCH  COMMEMORATIVE  COIN 


On  September  4,  1973  Queen  Juliana  of  the  Netherlands  will  celebrate 
her  25th  anniversary  as  Queen  of  the  Netherlands.  She  succeeded  her 
mother.  Queen  Wilhelmina,  who  abdicated  in  1948  due  to  poor  health, 
after  a reign  of  58  years. 


The  State  Mint  at  Utrecht  has  started  striking  a silver  10  Gulden  coin 
to  commemorate  this  25th  anniversary.  A new  portrait  will  be  used  on 
the  new  coin,  designed  by  sculptress  Mrs.  C.E.Bruyn  - van  Rood.  The 
dollar  size  (38mm)  coin  will  be  struck  in  -720  fine  silver  and  weigh 
25  grams.  The  maximum  number  to  be  struck  will  be  7,000,000.  The 
initial  number  struck  will  be  4,500,000  pieces.

The  coins  will  be  put  into  circulation  on  September  4,  1973,  at  face 
valu^  through  the  banks  and  post  offices.  Precautions  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  the  coins  from  having  the  scratches  that  marred  the  appear- 
ance of  the  1970  Commemorative  10  Gulden,  which  commemorated  the  25th 
anniversary  of  the  liberation  of  the  Netherlands. 


For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Dutch  Mint  the  interests  of 
numismatists  has  been  considered.  A number  of  proofs  will  be  struck 
which  can  be  ordered  during  the  course  of  this  year.  In  Holland  these 
coins  will  be  available  at  the  price  of  30  guilders,  including  a special 
etui,  postpaid  by  registered  mail.

A SURVEY  FOR  OUR  FUTURE 


(Editor's  Note:  The  following  is  being  printed  in  response  to  a re- 

quest from  Richard  C.  Upton,  President  and  Editor  of  the  Emergency 
Money  Society.  All  NI  members  are  urged  to  complete  the  questionnaire 
and  return  it  to  Mr.  Upton  at  the  address  indicated.) 

Yes,  we  know  --  everyone  has  a cause,  an  axe  to  grind  or  a pitch  to 
make. 

But,  what  is  being  done  for  the  Numismatic  Cause?  Now  tell  us,  what 
is  REALLY  being  done  for  the  benefit  of  Numismatics?  A lot  of  people 
will  say  they  are  doing  something,  but  are  they?  A lot  of  people  are 
employed  in  companies  supplying  the  Numismatic  Fraternity.  A lot  of 
people  are  active  in  individual  entities  within  the  fraternity.  A 
lot  of  people  are  members  of  these  entities.  A lot  of  people  are 
collecting  coins  and  currency.  A lot  of  people  are  giving  moral  sup- 
port to  this  or  that  entity.  A lot  of  people  are  talking  coins, 
currency  and/or  medals  --  a few  are  even  talking  numismatics. 

But  what  is  really  being  done  to  improve,  enhance,  enlarge  the  numis- 
matic fraternity;  what  is  realy  being  done  to  promote,  to  publicize 
all  that  is  numismatics;  what  is  being  done  to  nourish,  cultivate 
our  hobby?  In  short,  WHAT  is  being  done  to  SELL  numismatics? 

And,  we  don't  mean  selling  to  ourselves And  here  may  lie  the  whole 
ball  game,  win  or  lose. 

Like  the  weather,  we  all  (now  in  the  fraternity)  talk  about  it,  but 
are  we  really  doing  anything  about  it?  And,  even  the  talking  we  do 
is  generally  to  ourselves,  within  the  fraternity. 

Yes,  we  need  to  sell  numismatics  - to  outsiders,  to  non-collectors, 
to  non-numismatists.  And  we  don't  mean  only  on  an  individual  club 
or  society  basis.  Oh  yes,  the  local  clubs  are  the  grass  roots  of 
numismatics  and  should  benefit  the  most  --  but,  are  they  or  will  they, 
with  present  methods,  programs,  policies,  and  activities,  as  are  now 
in  operation  on  all  levels  from  the  local  club  to  the  ANA? 

We  don't  think  so.'  There's  been  a lot  accomplished  in  and  for  numis- 
matics over  the  years,  but  there  also  have  been  a lot  to  "go  down 
with  the  ship"  and  a lot  of  ships  go  down.  It's  been  a "status  quo" 
for  some  time,  and  too  few  ships  have  been  launched  in  recent  years. 

Numismatics  is  great  --  but  there  is  no  end  to  greatness.  It  is  time 
numismatics  stops  "scratching  the  surface"  and  gets  to  "digging  in". 

We  can,  we  must,  magnify,  multiply  the  fraternity  if  we  are  to  survive 
to  attain  the  greatness  that  is  ours  1 

Through  the  following  survey  questions,  here  in  the  NI  Bulletin  and 
in  other  publications,  maybe,  just  maybe  we  can  get  it  all  together 
for  a start  towards  a bigger  and  better  Numismatic  Fraternity.  It  is 
up  to  all  of  us  1

2.  Y23a:  The  coin  20  Escudos  1969  does  not  exist. 

At  least  none  of  these  coins  have  been  put  into  circulation  and  I am 
quite  sure  that  they  had  not  been  coined. 

Perhaps  this  will  be  of  interest  for  other  members  of  the  club  and, 
in  this  case,  you  can  of  course  publish  this  information  in  our 
Bulletin.
